REYNOLDS A S K S 
PAY BOOST 
FOR 
MEN IN SERVICE 


W ASHINGTON, M arch 5 - Sen. 
Reynolds <Di N. C., chairm an of 
the Senate m ilitary affairs com- j 
m ittee, today endorsed a proposal 
by a special subcom m ittee to in- j 
crease pay of soldiers, sailors and 
m arines. 
D espite lack of budget bureau 
approval, the subcom m ittee pro­ 
posed a pay increase estim ated to 
cost $250,000,000 
annually. The 
plan would m ake base pay of sold­ 
iers $42 m onthly and would pro­ 
vide increases for all enlisted men 
and non-comm issioned officers of 
Arm y, N avy and M arine corps. An 
increase in officers’ pay would be 
lim ited to ensigns and second-lieu­ 
ten an ts w’ho would get a boost 
from $1,500 to $1,800 a year. 
"I am in favor of the plan and 
I shall try to get it before the full 
com m ittee this 
w eek,'' Reynolds 
said.

On European Continent May Be Tried

Japan’s sword of conquest thrust ever deeper into once- 
peaceful Java and blood-stained Burma today. 
On both fronts the news is bad. 
On the island of Java, desperately fighting I niter! 
Nations forces are falling back under the weight of heavy 
assaults by numerically superior en^my forces which are 
being steadily reinforced. Overhead Japanese w arplanes 
roam the skies with little opposition. 
Japanese warships 
control the sea approaches to the beleaguered island. 
Batavia, the capital, and Surabaya, site 
of the great 
Dutch naval base, are definitely imperiled. 
At 
both 
Batavia and at Bandung, the steel claws of Japanese pin­ 
cers are reaching out with menacing envelopment man­ 
euvers while Surabaya is threatened by the fall of Bod- 
jenogra just 50 miles west of the naval base. 
Japanese penetration of strategic areas on Java con­ 
tinues in the face of repeated counter-attacks by the 
defending forces. 
These attacks have slowed down, but 
have not halted, the cruelly efficient mushrooming of ori­ 
ginal Japanese beach-heads 
over the countryside. 
In 
eastern Java, Solo and Bodjenogro have fallen while in 
the west the Dutch have evacuated Hrs wang, Poerwa- 
karta and Tangerang. 
S oloj- 
lies almost exactly in the 
dead center of the island 
w hile Poerwakarta is on the 
main road half way between 
Batavia and Bandung.

is Fast and West is West, and 
never the twain shall meet,” said Kip­ 
ling.

TRUMAN TO ASK QUESTIONS 
W A SH IN G TO N — Some pointed ques- 
tions regarding rubber supplies to the 
big tire and rubber companies have been 
prepared by the Truman Committee to be 
fired at Jesse Jones and Leon Henderson 
this week. 
Among other things the committee will 
ask whether it is true (I) that Goodyear, 
Goodrich, Firestone and U. S. Rubber were 
permitted to draw 26 percent more rubber 
than normally during the past year; (2) 
whether Montgomery W ard stocked up 
with $60,000,000 worth 
of tires; 
(3) 
whether big trucking firms have stocked 
up with three years supply of tires. It was, 
of course, the privilege of any individual 
or corporation to stock up with strong re­ 
serves prior to Pearl Harbor and the ra­ 
tioning of rubber, but the committee is in­ 
terested in locating the big sources of sup­ 
ply for the war effort.) 
The Truman Committee received in­ 
formation from the Tariff Commission re­ 
garding the above questions and asked 
Leon Henderson and 
Jesse 
Jones about 
them in a closed door session. The two de­ 
fense moguls did not seem to know the 
answers. 
Jesse Jones passed the buck on 
to Henderson, who, he said, was in charge 
of consumer matters. 


NEARNESS TO SUCCESS 
I 
N 1915 the British tried to force the Dar- 
* 
danelles, between the Mediterranean 
and the Black Sea, and thus open a road 
for munitions to Russia— a project which, 
if successful, might have altered the whole 
subsequent history of 
the world. 
They 
failed, but so narrowly that several times 
one 
more attack would have turned the 
scale in their favor. 
This may be true now in the Far East. 
The Japanese gains are steadily lengthen­ 
ing their supply lines. There may well he 
places where o n e more determined effort 
on the part of the United Nations would 
cut the line. 
Remembering the British ex­ 
perience, our forces should not spare the 
last ounce of effort. Success may be near­ 
er than we think. 


QUESTION OF STORAGE 
When the Truman Committee asked 
Henderson whether the Big Four rubber ; 
companies had been permitted to draw a 
much greater supply of rubber than usual ; 
through the Rubber Reserve Corporation 


in 1911, he replied that the “question of I 
storage is involved.” 
In other words, we 
rushed into this country 100,000 extra tons j 
of rubber last year and it had to be stored . 
some place. 
However, Henderson did not 
make it clear whether the Big Four, by 
storing the rubber, could keep it perman­ 
ently. 
Note; 
In addition to drawing 26 per­ 
cent more rubber last year, the Big Four 
also got 90,000 tons of rubber out of the 
115,000 tons imported since Pearl Harbor, 
j The Truman Committee wants to ascer­ 
t a i n whether this 
went strictly for war 
orders.

slow-moving synthetic 
rubber program 
could swing into action. 
Included in these estimates were 100,- 
000 tons of rubber from Ceylon. 
“ W hat!” exclaimed Senator Brewster 
of Maine who has been the chief senator­ 
ial crusader on the rubber shortage. “ Do 
you still carry that on your books? Haven’t 
you read the morning papers?” 
Boiling down all the rubber testimony, 
the Truman Committee found that if the 
Japanese take Ceylon, as they ar expected 
to do, the U.S.A. will be 500,000 tons of 
rubber short in 1943 for military’ pur* 
poses. 
And this does not allow a single 
ton of rubber for civilian use.

Experiments by Scientists 
Seek the Facts of Nature 


By LOGAN CLENDENING. M. D. 
IT IS ALWAYS a m atter of 
somewhat cynical amusement to a 
technical scientist to observe the 
rating which the general public 
gives to workers in his field. For 
him, there is in his own subject a

group of austere, unselfish strivers 
after truth who tend the flame of 
Science, live close to it and care not 
what the results of their experi­ 
ments may be, so long as they re­ 
veal the actual order of nature. 
These men perform thousands of 
experiments and make thousands 
of observations that come to noth­ 
ing. These are rejected because 
they do not measure up to the 
standard of accuracy which the 
mind of the first-rate scientist de­ 
mands. Once or twice perhaps in 
several years they obtain a result 
which can be tested and re-tested 
and which they are willing to ac­ 
cept as pure truth. 
They are little known to the pub­ 
lic. They usually care nothing 
about fame or acclaim, indeed they 
usually care very little for any­ 
thing that the world sets great 
store by. 
Great Scientists Not Publicized 
Around them there is always a 
ring of secondary men who take 
the results of their researches and 
turn them into something which 
will make money and give them po­ 
sition and reputation in the world. 
They seem to care little whether a 
theory is true, so much as whether 
it is plausible. Too often they are 
the ones that the public acclaims 
aa the great scientists of the gen­ 
eration. . 
One of the truly first-rate scien­ 
tists of our time was Sir ('harks 
Sherrington. I doubt if his name 
will mean anything at all to the 
first half-dozen even well-informed 
laymen that you meet, and yet he 
baa been one of the greatest con­ 
tributors to the science of the 
physiology of the brain and the 
nervous system of all time. 
His last book, Man on His Ka* 
lure, is a comparison of the ideas 
of a French physician, Jean Ker­ 
nel, who wrote a book, On Hidden 
Causes, in 1542, the first modern 
textbook of physiology, with our 
present conceptions of physiology. 
At the very outset of such a 
comparison, one is struck with the 
fact that Kernel and the modern 
physiologist 
hardly 
speak 
the 
same language; they do not re­ 
search with the same tools. W hit 
did Ferntl know about electrons or 
nerve impulses—all the chemical 
reactions, the physical reflexes in

For Sherrington, the mod­ 
ern, as for Kernel, ‘‘man’s mind 
goes therefore in our spatial world 
more ghostly than s ghost.

I out sensual confirmation. Stripped 
to nakedness, there remains to it 
but itself. What then does that 
amount to? All that counts in life. 
Desire, zest, truth, life, knowledge, 
values, hell’s depth and heaven's 
utmost height.” To this concept of 
“mind,” Sherrington adds the per­ 
ceived world—together they make 
up the sum total for us; they are 
all we have.

Real fact is that Jesse has given 
three different sets of figurea. At 
first he grandiloquently announc­ 
ed he would have 400,000 tons of 
rubber “production” by June 1943. 
Then appearing privately before 
the Truman Committee, he 'w’as 
much more 
modest 
and merely 
promised 400,000 tons by Decem­ 
ber, 1943—six months later. Then 
a few days afterward, he reduced 
his estimate once again, telling 
the House 
Appropriations 
Com­ 
mittee he wmuld have 500.000 tons 
of “productive capacity” by Janu­ 
ary I, 1944. 
“Productive capacity" is a lot 
different from “production.” Pro­ 
ductive capacity, 
merely 
means 
that the machines are 
ready to 
start operating. 
Thus we face a 
gap during the year 1943 with 
virtually no rubber added to the 
stockpile except what we can get 
from the wild rubber forests of 
Brazil. 
This may be all right for 
the civilian population which al­

charged with 
gambling may be 
fined from $10 to $500, the amount 
being set by the mayor. 
At the present time, three local 
men pay $50 
gambling assess­ 
ments at police headquarters each 
month. 
They are Wayne Leist, 
Don Morris and Clyde Weaver. 
A third ordinance 
was 
given 
first reading. 
It provides for an 
increase in the police department 
to seven members, six 
patrolmen 
and a chief, and would become ef­ 
fective as of last January I. 
At present there are five regu­ 
lar patrolman and the chief on the 
force.
